war which, he predicted, would tie 
more terrible than the last, unless 
disarmament is achieved. 


His plan for total disarmament of 


the world, he admitted frankly to 
the delegates, would probably have 
slight chance of acceptance by the 
great powers and, as an alternative, 
he offered a second project for pro- 
gressive and .proportional disarma- 
ment. Then, to the 
suurprise 
of 


many of the delegates, he 
assured 


the conference his government was 
ready to consider any proposal like- 
ly to achieve arms reduction. 


In international quarters the Sov- 


iet declaration was credited with be- 
ing marked by moderation and as 
likely to increase the possibility of 
success for the conference. 


He rejected the French proposal 


for an international 
armed police 


force under the supervision of the 
league of nations after a long an- 
alysis of the proposal. It would be 
unworkable, he said. 
Provides No Guarantee 


"What guarantee is there," 
he 


asked, "That the new international 
organization would be really able or 
willing to use its strength for the 
defense of the weaker nation or for 
the protection 
of 
the 
attacked 


against the attacker?" 


His plan for proportional disarm- 


ament included an adjustment 
of 


the percentages of arms reduction 
so as to give equal security to weak- 
er and more exposed countries. 


M. Litvinoff; was cheered as 
he 


mounted the rostrum and a moder- 
ate volume of applause followed the 
conclusion of his speech. This ap- 
plause was given despite the fact 
that signs were posted for the first 
time today forbidding the delegates 
to applaud speakers. 


"The sole aim of the Soviet gov- 


ernment," Litvinoff said, "is building 
up socialism in the Soviet "Union. In 
the face of the 
successful accom- 


plishment of our first five-year plan, 
which includes 
colossal 
achieve- 


ments in every sphere of economic 
life, it seems to the Soviet delega- 
tion that what has 
been obvious 


from the beginning must now 
be 


clear as daylight to all and sundry 
—that the Soviet requires neither in- 
crease of territory nor interference 
in the affairs of other 
nations to 


achieve its aim. it could, therefore, 
do without an army, a navy or mili- 
tary aviation or all other forms of 
armed forces. 


Must, Bo Secure 


"The Soviet government, 
howev- 


er, does require 
assurance 
that 


there will be no attempts against 
Soviet territory either, and that all 
other states will not Interfere with 
its internal affairs, and that 
its 


peaceful economic construction will 
not be tampered with from without. 
It will only feel this assurance if 
other states also agree to give up 
their armed forces." 


M. I/itvinoff said ho foresaw the 


rapid approach of a new armed con- 
flict, provoked by the intensification 
of political and international differ- 
ences between the various states. 


"This conflict," he said, "owing- to 


the modern improvements in wea-

35 Arrested In Door County Dry Raids 
Explain New 
Law To Tax 
Chain Stores 


Madison — {&)— Preparatory 
to 


enforcement of the emergency tax on 
chain stores Feb. 15, the state de- 
partment of agriculture and markets j 
today set forth an explanation of 
the new law. 


Under the department's Interpre- 


tation of the chain store tax law, 
which was embodied In the gover- 
nor's unemployment relief law, no 
tax will be required of those busi 
ness houses -which sell "service" re- 
gardless of their being part of a 
chain. Dry cleaning establishments 
are listed In this category. 


Beauty parlors, barber shops, coal 
yards, hat shops, stores,, garages 
and gas stations are subject to the 
chain store tax If they sell goods, 
wares and merchandise and operate 
two or more places under the same 
ownership and management, the de- 
partment said. m 
Chain store licenses will be Issued 


by the department and must be dis 
played in stores by Feb. 15. The 
tax will be imposed until Jan. 1, 
1934. 
Modeled on an act which the 


supreme court has held constitu- 
tional, the chain store law places a 
tax of $10 on each store over one 
in a chain of five; $20 for each store 
In a chain of five to 10; $35 for each 
of 10 stores in. a chain of 20 and 
$50 for each store in excess of 20. 


A chain of 30 stores -would pay 


$990 under the new law; a chain of 
five would pay $40 and a chain of 
100 would pay $4,490, the department 
explained, the tax is in addition to 
property taxes paid on inventories 
of stock or on property x>wned in 
the state and in addition to taxes 
paid on income obtained from busi- 
ness transacted in the state. 


The tax applies to chain stores 
that are owned ^by "Wisconsin resi- 
dents as well aa those by non-resi- 
dents.

tems more or less regulated

litical patronage." 


In citing comparisons Dr. Nichol 


explained the principle of atonement 
in the Japanese penal code.

The Senate can end filibus 
ters by a two-thirds vote for a clo 
ture motion, but the growing House- 
realized long ago that it must be 
able to limit debate more effectively 
In 1841 the House adopted its "hon- 
or rule" which says no member 
may occupy more than an hour in 
debate. The member who moves a 
motion regarding something before 
the House is entitled to an hour and 
is able to cut off debate on his own 
motion any time a majority will sup 
port him. 


"Moving the previous question" 


is the really effective weapon which 
limits any 
further 
debate on or 


amendment of a measure. 
"When 


this motion is moved and ordered- 
"bv a majority—the measure Is voted 
on and passes to its next stage. 


It takes half an hour for a roll 


rail -when the more than 400 mem- 
bers of the House vote individually. 
Because of this, they often vote in 
qrroups of "ayes" and "nays" when 
the speaker puts the question. 


How the more important rules 


"uoik is best indicated by following 
an imaginary appropriation or tax 
bill which is introduced and referred 
—let's say to the "Ways and Means 
Committee. 


The committee reports the bill to 


(he floor, directing its chairman to 
get it through the House. The com' 
mittee report is printed and 
the 


measure referred to the 
proper 


calendar of business. 


Al! bills to raise revenue or ap- 


propriating money shall be referred 
to the calendar of the "Committee of 
the "Whole on the State of the Un- 
ion " So that's where our bill goes. 
Before it can be considered by the 
House it must be considered in that 
f ommittee, which meets 
on 
the 


floor and consists of 
the 
entire 


House membership. 


This odd committee is a carry- 


over from the British parliament, 
originated so that a majority might 
thwart the speaker when that officer 


usually a tool of the throne.* It 


elected a chairman who wasn't the 
monarch's man, excluded the speak- 
er and reported back motions which 
the speaker was forced to report. 
» • * 


It is now the "workshop of the 


House" In which nearly all debate 
takes place. There bills are consid- 
ered minutely, and the entire atten- 
tion of the membership is directed 
successively at 
individual 
para- 


graphs or sections as they are read 
seriatim, whereas in the House it- 
self a piece of legislation ia consid- 
ered only in Its entirety. Thus do 
bills appropriating millions — or 
hundreds of millions—of dollars get 
full attention. 


No member may speak longer than 


fi\e minutes on any amendment he 
may propose. 


Other members can get five min- 


utes if they want it by the device of 
moving "to 
strike 
out the 
last 


word"—a 
pretended 
attempt at 


amendment. 
This may go on in- 


definitely, but a majority can alwaj s 
stop a filibuster by passing a mo 
lion to close debate. Sometimes n 
member asks "unanimous consent" 
10 speak further. He may continue 
if no one objects 


Tar bills, tariff bills, bonus bills

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EUROPE TAKING GOLD 


There has been some fear expressed 


abroad that the United States is about 
to embark on inflation as a result of 
the proposed increase in extensions of 
credit through operations of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 


It was expected that France would 


withdraw heavily of "earmarked" gold 
which the Federal Reserve was holding 
for her account. Then a late statement 
from the Bank of France disclosed that 
foreign credit balances were being con- 
verted into gold and ordered shipped 
to France, followed by another some- 
what to the reverse. It is a matter of 
indifference. 


Our gold reserve is large enough to 


take care of any possible withdrawals 
by foreign countries and still be over 
the legal requirements. 


Furthermore, the United States has 


a powerful defense against France 
which is the only nation that might 
cause withdrawals. There is the little 
discussed provision of the debt agree- 
ment with France which empowers the 
Secretary of the Treasury to demand 
that the present unmarketable obliga- 
tions covering the French war debt of 
nearly four billions be replaced by 
bonds which would be salable in any 
country. 


By obtaining such bonds and selling 


them in any country which was with- 
drawing gold, any weakness in dollars 
could be quickly overcome. However, 
there is not much chance that this club 
will ever be used against France except 
as a retaliative measure against possi- 
ble political maneuverings. 


ROLLING YOUR OWN 


Judging from reports of cigarette 


sales for the past year, the present de- 
pression seems likely to revive the 
long-lost art of "rolling one's own." 


Cigarette consumption has increased 


enormously since the war due to clever 
merchandising and the creation of new 
markets among women. This increase 
continued through the first six months 
of 1931 when sales began to decline, 
the decrease being nearly ten per cent 
during the last five months of the year. 


At the same time there began to re- 


appear in the market tobaccos and pa- 
pers suitable for individual manufac- 
ture—an 
almost 
universal custom 


among smokers twenty years ago. This 
practice commands itself to a lean 
purse in that forty or more cigarettes 
can be made for ten cents, and may in- 
dicate a return of those days when 
smoking a "tailor made" was consid- 
ered the height of affluence. 


Rolling your own is a dexterous art 


and only acquired after much practice. 
That it was rapidly becoming a lost art 
is evidenced by the cigarette rolling 
machines that are now offered for sale. 


However, necessity is a great teach- 


er and twenty cigarettes for a nickel is 
a powerful urge toward transforming 
digits that at first seem all thumbs into 
deft fingers that can turn out a cigar- 
ette in no time. 


Unless there is an early revival in 


business we may expect to see even the 
debutante equipped with a puckered 
string tobacco bag and the papers. 
From these "makings" she will flip out 
a cigarette with one hand with all the 
nonchalance of an old-time buckie cow- 
boy and never miss a glance from the 
mavericks in her round-up. 


LEGEND AND THE BURRS 


The life of Aaron Burr presents one 


of the most sorrowful tragedies in 
American history. 


Mr. Burr came within one electoral 


vote of being the third president of the 
United States. He was afterwards 
tried but acquitted of treason. The di- 
rect charge was that he had conspired 
to separate from the country a great 
part of its western territory. The rec- 
ord of that trial is quite convincing 
that the charge was without any sound 
foundation but was political in its char- 
acter. 


He fought a duel with and killed 


Alexander Hamilton, the first secre- 


tary of the treasury of the United 
States. Hamilton intentionally fired in 
the air, and although dueling then was 
not an uncommon practice, public 
opinion hardened at Burr for his con- 
duct. 


He then took up the practice of 


law in New York City, and though 
gifted with a brilliant mentality, he 
found that with the blood of Hamil- 
ton on his hands, men shunned him 
and life became a lonely existence. 


He was entirely 
devoted to his 


daughter, Theodosia, who had inheri- 
ted her father's sparkling acumen. She 
took passage in the Carolinas for New 
York on a boat that never came into 
port. 


And now an old legend of her tragic 


end has again been brought to light in 
the appearance of a locket containing 
the miniatures of a handsome man and 
child, on one side of which is engraved 
her name. The title of this locket is 
traced back to an old Indian called 
Deerhead 
who 
claims that 
some 


months after she was supposed to have 
been lost at sea he found her chained 
and perishing in a buccaneer's cabin. 


Here is a fine setting for a histori- 


cal romance of 120 years ago. 


TROUBLE AT LAKE PLACID 
It was unfortunate that no sooner 


had the Winter Olympic Games gotten 
under way at Lake Placid than serious 
arguments arose among the interna- 
tional contestants in the speed skate 
races. The arguments threatened for 
a time to result ;n the withdrawal of 
some of the European skaters who 
could not reconcile themselves to 
American methods of competition. 


Europeans race in lanes where each 


man sets his own pace, thus virtually 
making it a time test for each skater. 
The American system makes it a horse 
race and a "go as you please" affair 
after leaving the starting mark with 
emphasis placed on winning, the time 
of the race being incidental to the vic- 
tory. The foreigners believe that jock- 
eying for positions does not give a fair 
test of speed, while Americans like to 
make more of a game of it with some 
brain-work added to the foot-work. 


The foreign skaters were not justi- 


fied in complaining of the American 
system because they had all agreed to 
skate under our rules long before com- 
ing to this country. .American skaters 
had complied with European rules in 
other Olympic contests. 


However, after the Americans had 


unexpectedly won the first two events 
the babel of tongues that arose in pro- 
test would have been a credit to the 
International Settlement at Shanghai. 
In order to keep peace among the na- 
tions and maintain what little is left 
of the Kellogg Pact, the rules commit- 
tee compromised by setting a time lim- 
it on each lap in subsequent races and 
by requiring each contestant to take 
his turn in setting the pace. 


It is a credit to the American com- 


petitors that they consented to re-run 
trial heats which they had already won 
under the rules as originally agreed up- 
on. This is the sort of sportsmanship 
that leads to mutual understanding 
and good-will and makes it unneces- 
sary to call out the marines. 


BEAUTY CONTESTS 


The father of the young French girl 


who has just been elected "Miss 
France" for 1932, has burst out with 
angry letters to the newspapers pro- 
testing against all beauty contests as 
degrading and insulting. 


Having, apparently, somewhat old- 


fashioned ideas about what is good for 
girls and what is not, he asserts that 
"to take young girls around France 
and to other European capitals with 
pompous royal comedy, exposing them 
to the curiosity of blase revellers, is 
an insult to honesty"; and there are 
probably plenty of American parents 
who will agree with him. 


In theory, a contest to select the na- 


tion's loveliest girl is a charming thing. 
In actual fact, most of the charm is 
rubbed off long before the contest is 
over. This Frenchman is not. alone in 
his indignation.

I have in mind getting a printed 
blank which will contain the medi- 
cal question relating to a thorough 
examination and asking rny physi- 
cian to fill the blank out and ex- 
amine me accordingly. Can you let 
me know if my suggestion is prac- 
tical and where I could obtain such 
a form? I am not 111 so far as I 
know, but from now on I wish to 
take such an examination regularly 
for the benefit of myself and 
my 


family. Any suggestions you can 
give me with a view to working.out 
the idea I have will be much appre- 
ciated,

Sounds as though S. P. W. has

Wonder whether some close friend 
in apparent good health suddenly 
proved he wasn't or whether S. P.

symptom or complaint I tried to fit 
on him. 
It was a disgusting ex- 


perience, and finally I let him go 
on paying a fine of only $3, whereas 
the regular fee for even a life insur- 
ance examination was ?5. By the 
time I was forty I seldom said any- 
thing about the importance of Tom, 
Dick and Harry cluttering up the 
doctor's office looking for some fool 
examination when there was noth- 
ing In tho world the matter with 
'em. At 45 I began to g-et off sar- 
castic cracks about the fad, and at 
sixty or so I'll probably be turing 
the country lecturing against the 
deadly evil of having medical exam- 
inations when you're pretty well or 
not complaining. 


My advice to any man, woman or 


child Is to have- a health examina- 
tion ONLY when you suspect there 
Is 
something wrong with 
your 


health, and then have your own 
physician, your family 
physician, 


one who knows something about 
you or your history make the exami- 
nation and give whatever advice he 
thinks you need.

brok«r of Wall-st. has a kindlier and 
more sympathetic feeling today to- 
ward th» "high cash clothes" man 
than he did three years ago. 
"We're beginning to think maybe 


were brothers under the skin," ex 
plained one 
of the 
silk-stockinged 


gentry of the street today. 
"The 


high cash clothes man does no bus 
Inesa on credit. It's cash he gets. 
And It begins to look as if our bus- 
inesa Is going: to 
become cash— 


through no fault or desire of our 
own." 
The broker tilted back his chair 


and mused reflectively on the boom 
days of 1929. 


"At the close of a particularly 


good day, we'd frequently meet our 
fellow brokers going home. We all 
had the. same report to make—bus 
Iness Is great, stocks are going up 
and our loans are increasing. 


"Five houses, alone, each had to 


borrow from $200,000,000 to $250,000,- 
000 to finance the purchase of their 
customers when the market was at 
its top. Today these houses are reg- 
ularly borrowing a scant $10,000,000 
to $20,000,000 to take care of their 
customers' requirements. 


Big Shrinkage 


"The total of all brokers' loans to- 


day Is barely over $500,000,000. In 
1929, 
there were two houses which 


together had almost as large a loan 
account as the total of all houses 
today. 


"In fact, our business today is 


practically on a cash basis. We have 
little demand for loans." 
"Wall-st's margin clerks, whose 


letters are dreaded by speculators 
playing the market on a thin mar- 
gin of cash, have relatively little to 
do today. In 1929. forces of them 
worked day and night on frequent 
occasions. Today they •would wel- 
come an excuse 
to work half an 


hour overtime. 


"The clerk who judged thousand- 


dollar Items on his ledger in 1929 is 
dealing in fifties today. On a relati 
basis, he is now chalking up S100 en 
his loan accoun' against every $1,700 
he listed in 1920. 


"The latest New Tork Stock ex- 


change report as of Feb. 1, last, 
placed the total of all brokers' loans 
at $512,000,000. This wag less than 
one-third of the total one year ago 
when the figure stood at $1,720,000,- 
000. 
It was about l-17th of the total 


reported at the 1929 peak, on Oct. 
1, -when these loans reached $8,549,- 
000,000. 


Now Own Stocks 


"This shrinkage In brokers' loans, 


ranging from their 
all-time high 


over $8,500,000,000 to their present 
level of around 
$500,000,000, has 


been accompanied with steady sell- 
ing. Those investors who have con 
tmued to hold their stocks, practical 
ly own them outright. 


"On Sept. 1, 1929, all listed stocks 


on the New Tork stock exchange 
had an aggregate market value of 
$89,668,276,854. 
On 
Feb. 1, 1931, 


their value was cut down to $52,- 
061,956,709. On Feb. 1 of this year, 
their value was reduced nearly one- 
half as much again, or to $26,377,- 
647,814. 


"On Oct. 1, 1929, brokers loans 


amounted to 9.82 per cent of the to- 
tal value of all listed stocks. 
This 


figure shrunk to 3 30 per cent on 
Feb. 1, 1931, and on last Feb. 1, it 
fell to an all time low of 1 94 per 
cent. 


"On this basis, the stock exchange 


•firms were called on last Feb. 1 to 
advance only $1.94 credit for everj 
$100 
of stock held, as against $3.30 


the year previous and $9.82 at 
the 


peak of 1929. 


"While these figures tell an e 


traordinary story of security defla- 
tion and steady 
contracting of 


loans," said a broker, "they also 
show that stocks were never held in 
stronger hands than today. Nearly 
all investors today are buying stocks 
on a strictly cash basis."

She gives 


the children something: that is price- 
less, something that we can never 
hope to measure, much less repay. 
That is if she is a good nurse and 
loves her work. But what about the 
mother and children who

hope to secure such a nurse? 


I watched a girl with a baby In 


the park one day. She came along 
the walk chewing hard 
on

sticky sort of candy. She was pay- 
ing no attention to what she was do- 
ing and the pram wobbled from one 
side of the walk to the other as she 
went. When the baby cried out in 
protest she joggled him 
up 
and 


down and said, "Keep still," in the 
voice of a mule-driver. 


The sun shone in the baby's face. 


His blanket had slipped to one side 
and he was uncomfortable. His cap 
was down over one eye. By and by 
he lifted his -ioice and ivept long and 
loudly. All the comfort he got was a

Colorful Guards 


Swiss guards in the gorgeous 3'el- 


low and blue costumes designed by 
Michelangelo four centuries ago, 
saluted the head of the Italian gov- 
ernment at the gate of. the city. In 
the court of San Damaso there was 
a detachment of papal gendarmes. 


Swiss guards with halberds were 


at the entrance to the Vatican, the 
doorway at the foot of the sta;rs 
which Mussolini mounted. He was 
received at the door by the private 
chamberlain, 
Monsignor 
Arborio 


Mella dl Sant Elia. 


Mussolini entered first the Clem- 


entine room where another detach* 
ment of Swiss guards presented arms 
with their seven-foot halberds. Then, 
still escorted, he walked through ten 
great rooms to the pope's private 
library, saluted by groups of officers 
of 
the Palatine and noble guards, 


chamberlains and members of papal 
orders. 
This was the first meeting of the 


two chiefs who settled Italy's long 
quarrel with the church. Both come 
from Milan. Mussolini doubtless has 
seen the present pope during cere- 
monies there. The 
pontiff, 
then 


Cardinal Ratti, was for seven months 
archbishop of Milan, and Mussolini 
was the youngest leader of the 
growing movement. 


When 
AchUle Rattl was elected 


pope, Feb. 6, 1922, Mussolini was in 
Rome. He was in the monster crowd 
of thousands before St. Peter's when 
the election was proclaimed. 


The duce, according to a. story told 


by 
the 
minister 
of agriculture, 


Giacomo Acerbo, exclaimed: 


"I believe that with Pope Ratti 


one can do something." 


Beached Accord 


Soon afterwards 
the march on 


Rome put Mussolini at the head of 
the government. Four years later 
began the secret negotiations for set- 
tlement of the old "Roman question." 
Feb. 11, 1929, Mussolini and Cardinal 
Gasparri, 
papal secretary of state, 


signed the Lateran treaty, the con- 
cordat and the financial convention. 


Mussolini has been twice publicly 


in Vatican City. He went there June 
G, 1929, for the exchange of ratifica- 
tions of the treaties and to hand 
over the voucher for $92,000,000 to 


compensate 
the pope for loss of 


property and income during the 58- 
year hostility. 


Again 
Mussolini 
went to St. 


Peter's, April 24, 1930, Rome's birth- 
day, but more important then, the 
marriage day of his daughter Edda 
and Galeazzo Ciano, son of the pres- 
ent 
minister of communications. 


Mussolini, like others of the party 
of 15, crossed himself with holy wa- 
ter, 
kissed the toe of St. Peter's 


etatue and knelt at the altar. As he 
entered and left, tens of thousands, 
massed on either side, gave him the 
Fascist salute. , 


The third anniversary of the sign- 


ing of the lateran treaty between 
Italy and the Vatican was celebrated 
today throughout Italy as a new no- 
tional holiday. 
* 


Stores Are Closed 


Stores were closed and the tri- 


color hung from government build- 
Ings. In the vatic.an the Swiss guards 
and papal gendarmes were in full 
Uniform, and the papal flag of yel- 
low and white hung from the me- 
dieval structures. 


The peace 
between the papacy 


and the kingdom secured by the 
Lateran treaty of 1929 vvas rudely 
shattered last summer and then re- 
cemented by more recent events. 


The rupture came over the Fascist 


conflict with the Catholic Action so- 
ciety because of the society's alleged 
politicial activities. 


This 
was smoothed over by the 


accord of September. The Catholic 
Action agreed to accept no leaders 
who were not pleasing to the Fas- 
lists; to keep out of politics, and to 
decentralize, that is, to come under 
the authority of diocesan bishops in- 
stead of the central authority in 
Rome. In return, the Fascists per- 
mitted the Catholic Action clubs to 
reopen. 


Several weeks ago the pope gave 


further evidence of the reconciliation 
by decorating 
Mussolini with the 


Order of the Golden Spur and For- 
eign Minister Dino Grandi with the 
order of Pius IX.

Several mayors went on record as 


being in favor of federal aid while 
others were unalterably opposed to 
it. Most of the city officials gave 
their assents or dissents to the pro- 
posal with qualifying remarks.

eral aid -while Mayor M. E. Dillon 
of Ashland said "money from any 
source would help."

who said

II. G. Otis, city manager of Beloit, 
said "inasmuch as many of the em- 
ployers are Interstate corporations 
and should care for their own unem- 
ployed, it becomes logically an in- 
terstate or federal responsibility in 
part." 


Mayor Herm Kratzke of Clinton- 


ville reported his city will be able 
to take care of itself while Mayor

pressed the belief that federal aid 
will be unnecessary for his city. Un- 
Iss some "unforseen situation" aris- 
es, the city of DePere will be able 
to care for its unemployment, May- 
or O. M. Kiley said. 


Mayor Fred Stussy of Eau Claire 


said "If we get state aid and the 
depression does not continue too long-. 
I feel we will be able to carry on." 
He said Eau Claire will not require 
federal aid. Mayor J. M. Henderson 
of Edgerton said the federal gov- 
ctnment should step in only where 
the local situation "is dire and in- 
capable of local relief."

uary 1, 1930. 


The map will be finished 
when 


another year has rolled around, and 
the records of its major quakes has 
been charted. There 
are 30 to 40 


of the big quakes annually. If 1932 
is normal its additions to the two 
previous years may give 
enough 


data to show 
whether these big 


earth slips move In rhythmic se- 
quence. 


The idea of this map originated 


with Father J. Joseph Lynch, direc- 
tor of the seismological 
work 
at 


Pordham. He sai* that If a march 
of quakes is found its cause might 
be explained in the earth's rotation. 


This rotation gives the prevailing 


direction to the world's great air 
currents. 
In the air, because the 


rotary motion is fastest at 
the 


equator and much less in northern 
latitudes, 
a. 
vortex 
tendencj' 
is 


found 
by 
some 
meteorologists. 


Occasionally a few quakes 
have 


occurred in a succession which gave 
rise to suspicions that they were 
moving forward under control of 
some mighty force. 


The 76th quake charted was 
the 


Cuban slip which caused widespread 
damage in Santiago early in th§ 
morning of February 3. 


These 
major 
disturbances 
all 


were first orcter' earthquakes, any 
one of them capable of destroying a 
city had it happened to strike thick- 
ly Inhabited territory. 


The map to date shows these big 


shakes most numerous beneath or 
near- the edges of the Pacific ocean.

He has always taken a keen Interest 
in the wills of wealthy men. When 
their last testament 
has been pro- 


bated a close scrutiny of 
the con- 


tents of the estate has been made to 
determine how those who have made 
money, or inherited it, have Invest- 
ed it. Theie is equal curiosity over 
the pro^ isions of -n Ills indicating the 
manner in which the funds are to be 
employed to cieate an income for 
beneficiaries. 


One of the most 
striking docu- 


ments of this kind, published "Wed- 
nesday, is that of the late Paul M. 
"Warburg, a banker of international 
leputation and a careful student of 
}n\estment \alues. 
In setting up his will Mr. "War- 


burg1 carried out to 
an extreme de- 


gree the principle of diversification 
of investments adopted quite gener- 
ally in this country in late years and 
the fundamental theory governing 
American and British 
investment 


trusts. This consists in subdividing 
an investment fund into many parts 
in order to secure the greatest Insur 
ance against depreciation 
both of 


capital and income. 


Going to its extreme lengths it em- 


bodies not only securities of a do 
mestlc nature but those of an inter- 
national character. 


Limits Investments 


In the will of Mr. "Warburg the 


executors and trustees are author- 
ized to keep invested all personal es- 
tate, as well as proceeds of any prop- 
etty sold, "in any manner in which 
savings banks or trustees may at 
the time lawfully invest any of their 
funds." This provision limits invest- 
ments in those securities or real 
estate to obligations that are legal 
for the savings banks in New York 
state, Including certain railroad and 
public utility bonds 
of companies 


with domestic charters. It also cov- 
ers first mortgages 
on improved 


real estate in the city of New York. 
In most instances, the will compels 
the executors to limit 
purchases in 


any one issue to 5 per cent of the 
undistributed estate. This is also the 
general practice of the management 
mi estment trusts. 


Bonds, notes and stocks 
of the 


United States 
or of ths 
several 


states of the United States, or the 
obligations of American cities hav- 
ing a population of more than 100, 
000, are also preferied investments 
indicated in the Waiburg will. It is 
specified, how ever, that those cities 
whose obligations are considered for 
purchase must not have had a de- 
fault of principal or interest within 
10 years of the making of an Invest- 
ment in them. 


It is again piescubed 
that not 


more than 5 per cent of the estate 
shall be invested in this manner ex- 
rept in the obligations of the United 
States or the state of New York. 


Likes Foreign Credit 


A significant feature of the will, 


and one that reflects the confidence 
of its maker in the future of foreign 
so\ eminent credit, 
Is that which 


permits purchases of the bonds and 
notes of foreign 
governments or 


cities of foreign countries, provided 
that they do not exceed 5 per cent of 
the undistributed estate However, 
the aggregate of all such foreign in- 
•vestment'3 may account 
to 25 per 


rent of the estate. This is about the

In the United States fiscal system 


the farm loan board ranks 
second 


only to the federal reserve board. It 
has executhe supervision over the 
12 federal land banks and the 4.760 
local farm loan associations through 
•which the farmers borrow, 
the 50 


joint stock land banks and the- 12 
federal intermediate credit banks. 


The land banks and 
joint stock 


banks have loans outstanding of ap- 
proximately 
$2,000,000,000, 
repre- 


senting largely public investments 
in their bonds 


The intermediate 
credit 
banks 


ha\e 
lent about 
$500,000,000 
to 


farmers' cooperative marketing as 
sociations and 
have 
discounted 


farmers' notes, sold to them by local 
lending associations, to th» extent 
of several millions of dollars. 


To Bolster Credit Banks 


It Is to infuse new life into the 


intermediate credit banks that con- 
gress has set aside $200,000,000 of 
the reconstruction fund for a^ricul- 
tuial credits. It will be Bestor's Job 
to see that the money seta out to 
the farmers through local concern! 
which will discount their farm pa- 
per at the banks. 


Intermediate 
credit 
banks can 


serve their communities only in pro. 
portion to the service of these Jocal 
lending agencies. Thev 
not 
only 


pass upon the farmer's collateral, 
but they guarantee it. 


They take the farmer's notes for 


a loan and get the money for him 
by discounting- them through 
the 


farm loan system. 


Production Purposes 


Such loans are made for produc- 


tion purposes, such as planting and 
harvesting1 a 
crop of feeding live- 


stock, and usually run for the pe- 
riod it takas ths crop to mature. 


Ordinarily the borrower is re 


quested to list whatever unencum- 
bered property he has or his "liq 
uid" assets, such as stocks 
and 


bonds, as security. Sometimes, how 
ever, loans are ad/anced with only 
a prior lien on the crop as collateral. 


Depressed farm prices and 
the 


insecurity of profitable disposal of 
produce have 
virtually 
precluded 


loans of ths latter 
nature or so 


weakened crops as collateral that 
banks have made the loans so small 
they hardly would cover production 
costs. 


Bestor's problem now is to place 


slices of the $300,000,000 in such po- 
sitions that 
Intermediate 
credit 


banks will have more money to lend, 
can accept more farm paper 
and 


can be more generous in the size of 
their commitments.

Leading exporters of North Ameri- 
can wheat were also represented as 
believing that a big business with 
ocerseag countries probably would 
be experienced for the nest three 
months. "Word of a cold wave in 
North Dakota suggested danger for 
domestic winter wheat now unusu 
ally sensitive to damage. 
Canadian 


dispatches told of the coldest weath- 
er of the year, 28 to 62 below zero. 


Another bullish factor was a re- 


port ascribed to German 
sources 


that the 1931 grain harvest in Rus- 
sia totaled but 25,000,000 tons in- 
stead of 50,000,000 expected, and that 
only 81 per cent of delivery plans 
were fulfilled. Black Sea shipments 
of wheat this week, including ex- 
ports from Russia, amounted to only 
440,000 bushels-, compared with 2,- 
192,000 a year ago. Some of the 
buying which accompanied 
wheat 


price advances here was no stop 
loss orders from previous speculative 
sellers. Corn and oats responded to 
wheat strength. 


Provisions sympathized with up-

The method by which railroads and 
other corporations in need of cred- 
it not obtainable through regular 
banking channels may secure relief 
is outlined in the circular of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation Is- 
sued Tuesday. It Indicates the rath- 
er elaborate course that the appli- 
cant has to take in placing his case 
before this government agency and, 
with respect to the carriers, It is 
somewhat similar to the 
process 


adopted when funds were required 
by the transportation systems at the 
clo^e of the war. 


It appears that the interstate com- 


merce commission is to act in the 
capacity of a supervisor of the rail- 
road loans, as all of the information 
necessary in connection with such 
loans must first be scrutinized by a 
committee from the 
commission, 


which is more familiar with the facts 
of railroad finance and of operations 
thaa any other body. Whether this 
will delay the granting- of loans and 
complicate the machinery of financ- 
ing, is still to be determined. 


Temporary Character 


Such financing- as is done in behalf 


oC the carriers will be of tempor- 
ary character and like all 
other 


loans to be made by the Reconstruc- 
tion corporation, is not to exceed a 
term of three years. It is important 
to note that aid will be given to 
carriers that have construction proj- 
ects under way. This would proper- 
ly include the Pennsylvania 
rail- 


road, which is making application 
for loans to complete the electrifica- 
tion of the New York-Washington 
division Inasmuch as there is com- 
paratively little new construction of 
railroad mileage being undertaken 
in the United States, most of the" re- 
lief will be in the nature of accom- 
modating 
maturing 
obligations. 


There are a few projects of a con- 
struction nature, such as those Jn 
Colorado and a short uncompleted 
division of one of the small indepen- 
dent eastern carriers, whose promo- 
ters will undoubtedly look to the gov- 
ernment agency for assistance. 


A provision in the circular is to 


the effect that no loan to any cor- 
poration or its subsidiary or affiliate 
shall exceed at any one, time $100,- 
000,000. While it is understood that 
there are several Institutional loans 
pending of major size, it is not be- 
lieved that the maximum loaning- ca- 
pacity of the Reconstruction Corpor- 
ation will have to be used to aid 
any individual concern or its affil- 
iated companies. 


Extent Undetermined 


The extent to which the recon- 


struction corporation may be called 
upon to take over the work of the 
railroad credit corporation, which 
was set up to assist the carriers and 
whose funds are derived from the 
increase in freight rates, or to sup- 
plement the national credit corpora- 
tion, organized as a relief agency 
for the banks, is a subject of conjec- 
ture. The circular of the Recon- 
struction Corporation states 
that 


any railroad applicant for a loan 
must indicate whether it has been 
assisted by the railroad credit cor- 
poration. The receivers of the Wa- 
bash railroad were the first to ap- 
pear before the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration with a request for a loan 
of a size regarded as too large for 
the railroad credit corporation to 
negotiate. The general belief is that 
most of the major railroad loans 
will go through the Reconstruction 
Corporation and the smaller and less 
imperative ones be handled by the 
lailroad credit corporation. 


The national credit corporation 


lias been functioning primarily in 
cases of emergency. Its value has 
been in giving- immediate relief to 
banks that were 
threatened with 


suspension oxvmg to a rapid decline 
m their deposits and inability to bor- 
low from their regular coi respon- 
dents on their unliquid assets 


There is no good reason why the 


national credit corporation shoulc 
not continue to function in such sit- 
uations and play its proper part in 
carrying weak banks through the 
crisis. The Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, on thp other hand, wil! 
deal with larger and moie far reach' 
ing banking situations, 
some of 


which have been temporarily easec 
by the pooling of banking resources 
in central reserve districts for theit 
benefit. It is significant of the 1m

New York—While everyone knows 


that hoarding Is going- on, little is 
said about It. You cannot reason 
with a hoarder, because he is panic- 
stricken and panic by definition Is 
unreasoning fear. 
Therefore, this 


article is not designed to reassure 
the hoarder but to further alarm 
him. 


Generally speaking, It Is gold and 


gold alone that the hoarder wants 
nowadays. Currency will not do. It 
is true that they tell a story In 
New York about a woman who went 
to her Wall Street bank and insisted 
on drawing out all her money. They 
argued with her to no avail and fi- 
nally gave her a cashier's check for 
her balance which she took to the 
up-town branch of the same bank, 
rented a safe-deposit box and locked 
up the check therein. Most hoarders 
are not quite that simple. It never 
seems to occur to them, however, 
that perchance their trust in gold Is 
misplaced. 


As a matter of fact, 
gold Is a 


measure of value only by the com- 
mon consent of mankind, a consent 
that goes back to the beginning of 
history but a consent that

conceivably be violated none the 
less.
